Cotton Amendment Under Fire 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—(4)—<¢ 
Conflicting reports by groups on 
the Senate Banking Committee to- 
day fanned a controversy over 
whether the Bankhead cotton “es- 
calator” amendment to the price 
contro! act would crack the stabili- 
zation line.

Barkley, prior to his address, 
had expressed a desire to stay 
clear of. politics and also to pursue 
a topic which would be of interest 
to an audience specialized in the 
law. For that reason, he said, he 


had chosen the subject, “War and 

the Constitution,” and he began 

his remarks by tracing the histori- 

cal development of that document 

from the days of the treaty of 
ace which ended the American 
evolution. 

In his outline he explained the 
separation of powers inherent in 
the three governmental branches, 
declaring that under our constitu- 
tional system “it has from time to 
time become necessary to delegate 
to the president broad and gen- 
eral powers, without attempting 
to specify and particularize each 
circumstance which may call forth 
the exercise of the power. This is 
true regardless of who is president 
or what political party may be in 
power. 

“We are sometimes asked,” he 
continued, “whether the constitu- 
tion will survive this war; whether 
our form of government will sur- 
vive this war. 

“My answer is emphatically in 
the affirmative. The framers of 
our constitution made it sufficient- 
ly flexible to be the charter of our 
liberties in peace, and to enable 
us to fight in war to keep it as the 
charter of our liberties. As we 
fight this war under constitutional 
authority, we shall end it in the 
same way.” 

NEED COURAGE, PATIENCE 

Speaker Rayburn warned his 
audience that winning the peace 
would be e¥en more arduous and 
more exacting @ process than win- 
ning the war. “It will be more 
dull and drab and not so exciting,” 
he declared. “It will take a kind 
of courage, a brand of bravery 
which we have not yet been called 
upon to demonstrate—the courage, 
of patience, the bravery of hard, 
unexciting and thankless work 
which will not receive ceremonial 
decorations before guards of 
honor. 

“It is my deep conviction that 
unless government and industry 
and labor and agriculture and all 
other elements of our structure 
get together in harness and pull

BOSTON, May 31.—(4)—More than 100 shipyard workers at the 


Bethlehem-Hingham plant, where 


vessels are being constructed for 


_ the Navy, were arrested today on charges of conspiring to defraud

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion men termed it “the most 
extensive war fraud racket of 
its type uncovered by the FBI.” 

The arrested men _ included 
counters and welders. Boston 
FBI Chief E. A. Soucy said the 
former agreed with piecework 
welders to record false credit 
while the latter kicked back a 
share of the wages received for 
work not done.

SLEEP IN STREETS 


Most of them are sleeping in the 
streets on bundles of rags. For- 
tunately, the weather is mild. 


Tomorrow a bakery will be op- 
erating in Cori and the refugees 
will’ get bread instead of flour. 
Advanced warehouses already are 
established to supply such com- 
munities of newly-conquered areas 
with food. 


In Cori and other towns there 
is plenty of evidence how the de- 
parting Germans feel about the 
Italian population. The German 
soldiers took everything they 
could carry off and destroyed 
much of what they left. 

The furniture of many humble 
homes is thrown about the streets 
after being axed. All wine is gone 
and the livestock has beer de- 
pleted. 

“The Germans didn’t like us,’ 
a townsman said. “They say we 
stabbed them in the back.” He 
looked very apt as he spoke.

This plan, covering five main: 
points, Will be submitted to big 
four representatives in its simplest 
and most concise form as a draft 
of an organization capable of 
growing with experience and meet- 
ing any international crises so long 
as the great nations backing it 
stick together. 


These nations, however, need 
the full co-operation of small 
countries, in the opinion of Secre- 
tary Hull and President Roose- 
velt; and they believe this view 
is generally acceptable to the 
great powers. : 

President Roosevelt says the 
American program still is subject 
to change and capable of vast im- 
provement. Hull has told report- 
ers he would welcome all new 
ideas, that people may send him 
in preparation’ for the forthcom- 
ing ‘meeting. 

Nonetheless, it can be reported 
that the five main provisions of 
the American draft are: 

1. United Nations Council to be 
created with membership of Rus- 
sia, Britain, China and the United 
States and three or four small na- 
tions to be elected by the assem- 
bly for fixed terms on a.sort. of 
rotation basis. rete 

2. United Nations assembly to 
be composed of all 35 United Na- 
tions and eventually to include all 
other countries also. In the as- 
sembly small nations would have 
equal voice and sovereignty with 


‘the large. 


3. Police power consisting pri- 
marily of the military forces of the 
four big nations which would re- 
tain their separate identities but 
would be used only in accordance 
with United Naticns assembly or 
council decisions. (The idea of a 
single international police force 
any time in the near future has 
been pretty generally discarded.) 

4. A world court organized to 
handle all legal questions among 
nations and to have the moral and 
military backing of the United Na- 
tions although it might be outside 
the framework of the council and 
assembly. 

5. Mediation machinery to han- 
dle disputes outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the court because they do 
not involve questions of law. It is 
hoped that eventually the media- 
tion procedures, functioning under 
the assembly, would build up a 
new body of international law so 
that more and more problems 
would pass into the jurisdiction 
of the court.’

Holland Asks Part 


In Postwar Planning 


LONDON, May 31.— (4) — The 
Netherlands let the great powers 
know today that they must reckon 
with the smaller nations of Europe 
if Russia, Britain and the United 
States expect to count on their ac- 
tive support in a postwar world 
organization. 

Foreign Minister Eelco N. Van 
Kleffens, of the Netherlands, was 
the first to speak out publicly in 
opposition to a world controlled by 
four or five “big brothers” only, 
but the same views are known to 
be held by the other “little broth- 
ers.” 

His views were expressed in an 
interview on Prime Minister 
Churchill’s advocacy of a world 
council comprising four or five of 
the largest states and reports the 
U. S. was ready to discuss an in- 
ternational peace body. 

While Van Kleffens said he does 
not advocate that all the smaller 
nations be represented at all times 
on all organs set up after the war, 
he said he did feel a system of 
rotation could be devised which 
would allow them to take turns, 
side-by-side with the larger powers 
who, if they so desired, would 
have permanent representation. 

“Experience gained in this and 
the previous war,” the foreign 
minister said, “shows that the ac- 
tual conduct of operations is a mat- 
ter for the very few but it is a 
very different thing when it comes 
to the shaping or execution of a 
policy when there is no actual 
warfare. 

“Smaller states are made to feel 
pthe burden of war no. less—and 
often more acutely — than the 
greatest powers. Therefore, it 
seems reasonable that they should 
have their due voice in any at- 
tempts to prévent war. There 
should be no such burden without 
representation.”

Four Kurile Islands were bombed 
Monday—the most that have been 
attacked on the northern invasion 
route in a single day.

The Paramushiro naval base and 
Matsuwa also were hit. 

Tokyo radio reported two P-51 
fighter planes attempted to attack 
Japanese installations northwest 
of Peiping, within 75 miles of the 
Yellow sea. If true, this would be 
the longest fighter stab on the 
continent toward Tokyo. 

JAPS BREACH DEFENSES 

Chungking conceded new gains 
had been made in the newest Jap- 
anese drive to cut off American 
air bases near Japah and to slice 
China in two.

Much as we of the south would like to enjoy special advantages 
in the marketing of our cotton, advantages which would result 
in higher prices for the staple and which are proposed in a senate 
amendment to the price control act, there is little doubt that 
President Roosevelt’s disapproval of the plan is soundly based. 


“If we have a special treatment for cotton,” he stated at.a 
news conference, “then we would have something else (some other 
product) on our neck and the first thing we know we will have 
inflation.” 

However if the south is to forego the special privilege seen in 
the Bankhead Amendment, the south has added force, then; 
behind its long-time protest against special privileges accorded 
other sections of the country, at-the cost of the south. 

If specia)l privilege is debarred on sectional basis, how about 
the ancient, and as yet unremedied, wrong done the south through 
the inequitable freight rate system, a system which exacts a 
handicapping tariff on southern manufacturers and pays direct 
benefit to similar manufacturers in the north and east? 

If special privilege is wrong, how about the utterly unjustifiable 
taxes on oleomargarine, kept on the federal statute books through 
the influence of the great dairy lobby from Wisconsin and.other 
midwestern states? . 

If special privilege is wrong, how about the refusal to equalize 
educational opportunities between the children of the south and 
those of wealthier regions? 

There are many other glaring examples of injustice to the 
south. 

We may bow in acquiescence to the presidential dictum against 
special privileges for cotton, but we would like to ask, at the same 
time, that there be an end of unnecessary procrastination in 
undoing injustices long inflicted on the south through special 
privileges accorded other parts of the nation.

I haven’t been yet, but waiting to go, memory and imagination 
join to keep one busy. It was a job finding the old bicycle shop, 
in the rear of which the two Wright brothers provided the town 
vould a by saying they were going to build a machine that 
wou ‘ 


The hotel desk didn’t know. The policeman on the corner wasn’t 
sure. But I found it. Standing there on the sidewalk in front of 
it, I could hear the sound of motors in the sky. That sound. is 
constant here. 

I looked up. A B-17, a Flying Fortress, was going over. Far 
off to one side was the swift flight of a Thunderbolt, one of the 
greatest fighter planes in the world. 

A newsboy came by, crying his wares. The greatest air raid of 
all time had struck Germany. More than 7,000 warplanes had ripped 
through the skies of France and Holland and Germany. 

And there I stood before the humble brick shop with the work- 
shop behind it where were built the world’s first wind tunnels and 
where was born the first airplane to fly. , 

I lifted my hat and started asking more questions. 


A bus took me the few miles out from Dayton to the field which 
was, 40 years ago, a cow pasture. There the Wrights flew first

It was but a few miles from Dayton, yet they flew there for six 
months before any newspaper took real notice of it or any persons 
became excited. 

Man couldn’t fly. So, that was that. The Wright brothers were 
crazy. 

From the road by that field I saw, and heard, the constant arrival 
and departure of airplanes from Wright Field, not far from the old 
field where the first day-to-day flights took place. 

Just 40 years ago. 

The other day Orville Wright rode in, and flew, one of the new 
giants‘of the air. Already there are planes to carry 100 persons 
and the engineers are laughing and talking with confidence of ships 
which will, within a very few years, carry 400 and 500 persons. 


Barring ill health or accident, Orville Wright ought easily live 
to see, and perhaps ride in, those planes. 

So, I rode back in on the crowded bus, excited as if I had seen 
a great play or game. 


Just 40 years... 
3,000 HORSEPOWER In 1940 I went on a tour of our war 
plants, which were then just pulling 
up their socks and getting down to work, to see how wé were 
producing for war, a war we were not yet in but one which we 
had to get in. 
We saw a number of airplane and also engine plants. We were 
well behind in fighter plane design and production and our liquid- 
cooled engines were not up to the German or English standards. 


It must be kept in mind that our congress had in the three 
previous yéars appropriated about one-fifth as much money for air- 
plane research as Germany had spent in a like time. Wright Field 
hadn’t much to go on. 


Three to five years must pass before an airplane leaves the draw- 
ing boards and comes to battle. An engine requires a like time. 


In 1939 and 1940 the Allison engine ple were talking about 
a 3,000-horsepower motor. Their liquid-cooled engine then was 
turning up about 1,100 horses. They had done some work on the 
3,000-horsepower dream but had halted it because of the necessity 
of getting out thousands of the engines already in production. 


A few hours ago I went over to the morning newspaper office 
and saw the machines bring in the news that the Materiel Com- 
mand at Wright Field and Allison engines had made joint announce- 
ment of a new 3,000-horsepower, 24-cylinder, liquid-cooled engine 
which already has been tested in flight. 


That is big news. Really big news. 


It means aviation will take a long leap forward. It will a 
that speed and rate of climb will go te It will mean the alana 
= show more speed and still carry more weight, bombs and armor 
plate. 

But already there is talk that in the future all modern fighter 
planes will be made obsolete by the new jet-propelled planes. 


I just hope, say, 50 years from now, I can crowd my ectoplasm 
in past the hostess on one of the Atlantic liners which will cross 
in six hours, New York to London. 

It’s a seers world, moving fast already. But the real speed is 
just ahead,

War’s Purpose

Here are three things that con- 
join: First, what appears to an 
outsider a petty, personal struggle 
between the President of the 
United States and the head of the 
French Committee of Liberation, 
General de Gaulle. Second, an ap-

cardinals and the Archbishop of 
Cambrai to the cardinals and arch- 
bishops of the Catholic church in 
the United States and the British 
Empire, to intervene with their 
governments to modify the, type 
of bombing being used over 
France; and, third, a demand by 
the London Observer—and by 
many others—that on the eve of 
invading Europe we make a dec- 
laration of purpose to serve as a 
bannér and signpost to peace, 

A German-controlled radio is no 
instrument through which to 
launch an appeal against air bom- 
bardment. But that the appeal is 
morally effective is indubitable. It 
is @ gross error to think that any 
people welcomes the destruction 
of its historic monuments, with 
whatéver good intentions, or that 
men, and children passively em- 
brace death from the air because 
a friend, and not an enemy, is 
responsible. This war is not only 
being fought over the territory of 
our enemy, but over the lands 
and homes of our friends. And 
when the invasion begins, its chief 
battles will blast the soil we are 
fighting to liberate. 


French War 


If such destruction is accom- 
plished with the active participa- 
tion of the French people—if it 
is their way—the psychological 
factors are diffefent. The Rus- 
sians have destroyed their own 


cities, by the scorched earth pol- 
icy, and in the course of offen- 
sives, and counteroffensives. Tito’s 
Partisans have not let considera- 
tion of their own soil stand in 
the way of fighting the enemy. If 
our air force bombs Yugoslav com- 
munications, and in the course of 
it wreaks destruction they would 
earnestly like to avoid, the Yugo- 
slav people recognize it as aid to 
their own battles. 

But in a country where the peo- 
ple are relatively inactive, the 
War appears as unmitigated evil. 
The broadcast of the French cler- 
gy speaks of “thousands of men, 
women and children, completely 
strangers to the war, who are kill- 
ed or wounded.” The words that 
spring out are “strangers to the 
war.” Granted that this is over a 
Vichy radio. It reveals that the 
Germans, unable to mobilize the 
French for their war hope-to neu- 
tralize them before its horrors. 

Obviously, our purpose must be 
the opposite. But there is no ful- 
fillment possible without a French 
leader, bringing his people into ac-. 
tive participation. No Frenchman 
can do this who is in continual 
crisis with the Allies. ‘The French 
people has sufferéd and been ‘hu- 
miliated. Humiliation makes peo- 
ple hyper-sensitive. I cannot see 
why two such powerful nations as 
the United States and Britain need 
to care about prestige. The inter- 
national prestige of Mr. Roosevelt 
is not at stake, while that of Gen- 
eral de Gaulle is... If we lose the 
French people through the loss of 
de Gaulle, then not he but we will 
éventually lose prestige. 


Guerrilla War 

Furthermore, if instead of wag- 
ing this war conventionally we 
had waged it in . revolutionary 


| fashion—taking into account the 


uses of guerillas, and working in- 
timately with the French commit- 


tee in military procedure—we 
could have used the patriot’s de- 
sire to spare his homeland and 
have accomplished with dynamite 
part of what we are trying to do 
with bombs. It is possible to blow 
up railroad stations, bridges, and 
other military objectives from 
within. Russians. and Jugoslav 
partisans have proved it. Un- 
doubtedly aerial bombardment is 
unavoidable. Its use as the sole 
weapon, is not unavoidable. But 
the effective use of guerillas neces- 
sitates the intimate integration of 
Allied military strategy with the 
French Committee of Liberation. 

The plea of the Observer is 
timely. Up to this date nobody 
can answer what our policy for 
Europe is. There must be a grow- 
ing feeling there that whoever 
wins, Europe as a whole loses. It 
must be an appalling task for Eu- 
ropean underground leaders to ex- 
plain to their people why they are 
fighting their war. Europe will 
fight for Europe—and we hope for 
a Europe integrated into an or- 
ganized world. 

Europe has been resisting orders 
from Berlin. But it will not fight 
to exchange these for orders from 
London, Moscow, or Washington. 

A de Gaulle treated as a valet 
to be dismissed and reinstated at 
will, must be, for the French, the 
symbol of a France who will be 
similarly treated ...and a sym- 
bol not only for France but for 
all Europe. 

The period of military action is 
limited. Sooner or later the pur- 
pose of the war will have to be 
faced—and the sooner the better, 
the quicker the victory, the easier 
the problems of —

Throughout the country as a 
whole, on the basis of victory gar- 
dens planted so far, this year’s 
victory garden campaign is short 
of its goal, in spite of the inten- 
sive efforts of the National Gar- 
den Advisory Committee. 

As of today the Gallup Poll 
finds that only about 17,500,000— 
roughly one-half of all United 
States families—have planted 
vegetable gardens. The goal of 
the garden committee this year is 
22,000,000, or roughly a million 
and a half more than were plant- 
ed during 1943. 


About two and one half million 
other families say they still in- 
tend to plant gardens, but even 
assuming all of these families car- 
ry out their intention, the victory 
garden total will come to only 
about 20,000,000—two million 
short of the goal. 


Victory Garden campaign offi- 
cials have pointed out that ad- 
verse weather conditions in the 
central section of United States 
and a late spring in the northern, 
especially the northeastern, sec- 
tion has delayed garden plantings. 
These factors may account in part 
for the present lag. 

Approximately two and one- 
half million families say that 
while they had gardens last year, 
they do not intend to plant any 
this year. When field reporters 
asked these people why they do 
not intend to plant anything this 
year, nearly half said they now 
have no space. Most of the others 
said they are too busy with their 
regular work and have no time for 
a garden or said they felt their 
gardens last year weren't worth 
the effort. 

Twelve million of the gardens 
already planted are located in 
farm areas or in towns with popu- 
lation of less than 10,000. Three 
million more aré located in cities 


with populations from 10, 
100,000.

tonbladet by Correspondent Helje 
Granberg. 

A German broadcast said one 
Allied pilot was “lynched” by vil- 
lagers in central Germany after “a 
large group of civilians who were 
on their way to church” were 
strafed by low-flying aircraft. The 
broadcast denied a story publish- 
ed yesterday by Aftonbladet from 
its Berlin correspondent that five 
American airmen had been’ 
“lynched” in Germany “by agitat- 
ed people.”

Aftonbladet’s~ dispatch did not 
say whether the airman was one 
of the five airmen reported in yes- 
terday’s story as having been 
lynched. 

Aftonbladet is listed by the Po- 
litical Handbook of the World as 
having “Nazi tendencies.”

Quoting a purported eyewitness,

“The crowd .was ready to as- 
sault the American with different 
weapons when a man forced him- 
self between the Américan and 
the crowd saying, ‘He is a soldier 
anyway. The crowd drew back

By employing my own children, 
moreover, I have continuity in 
demonstrating the psychology of 
growth and development from in- 
fancy to adulthood. 

Just as it seems valuable to use 
the same characters from day to 
day in the strip comics and thus 
maintain continuity, it is often 
helpful to do the same in dealing 
with child problems. 

In this column, therefore, I can 


ultimately show you a complete 
picture of the psychological evolu- 
tion from. babyhood to maturity 
on the part of the same children.

Chicken Croquettes: This recipe 
makes croquettes that are soft and 


creamy inside. Any leftover meat|' #: 


may be substituted for the chick- 
en to make equally good croquet- 
tes. Melt 2 tablespoons butter, 
margarine or chicken fat and stir 
into it 4 tablespoons flour, When 


well blended, stir in gradually 
3-4 cup milk and continue stirring 
until the sauce is very thick, 
smooth and boiling. Remove from 
the fire, add 3-4 teaspoon salt, 1 
tablespoon minced celery leaves 
or 1-2 teaspoon celery salt, 1 ta- 
blespoon minced parsley and a 
few drops of onion juice. Mix 
well, add 2 cups finely chopped 
cooked chicken and spread. the 
mixture out on a plate to cool 
thoroughly. When cold and firm, 
shape into oblong croquettes, roll 
in very fine dry breadcrumbs, 
then in 1 egg beaten and mixed 
with 1 teaspoon cold water, then 
in fine dry breadcrumbs again. Be 
sure the egg and crumbs cover 
every bit of each croquette. Fry 
in deep. fat heated to 375 degrees 
or until it will brown a cube of 
fresh bread in 1 minute, When 
the croquettes are golden brown, 
drain them on soft paper and 
serve very hot either plain or with 
a white sauce, mushroom or toma- 
to sauce. If there is only a small 
amount of leftover chicken avail- 
able, add cold boiled rice, well 
drained canned corn, or stewed, 
well drained finely cut celery to 
make up the remainder of solid 
material. 

Spinach Loaf: Clean,.wash and 
cook 2 pounds young spinach in 
1 1-2 cups boiling salted water for 
15 minutes or until tender. Drain 
the spinach, saving the water for 
the sauce, and chop it very fine 
with a chopping knife. Season 
with 1-2 teaspoon salt and 1 ta- 
blespoon butter. Melt 2. table- 
spoons butter in a saucepan and 
add 4 tablespoons flour, stirring it 
in to blend well. Mix the spinach 
water with enough evaporated 
milk to make 2 cups of liquid in 
all ‘and stir this into the butter- 
flour mixture. Cook and stir until 
the sauce thickens and is boiling. 
Beat 2 eggs and pour the hot 
sauce, a little at a time. Add the 
minced spinach and a generous 
dash of cayenne pepper or 1-2 tea- 
spoon -worcestershire sauce. Pour 
into a well greased baking dish 
and bake in a slow oven—325 de- 
grees—for about 45 minutes or 
until the loaf is firm to the 
touch. Turn out on a hot platter 
and serve with thin white sauce, 
well seasoned and mixed with a 
finely chopped, hard-cooked egg.

after attending a movie the night 
before Sherrill would have grad- 
uated from the high school they 
both attended. 

Led by Ruth, officers found the 
boy’s body in a clump of bushes 
several miles from the spot at 
which he said the shooting occur- 
red. In his pocket was a folded 
sheet of paper on which was a 
pornographic verse. The girl said 
this had been placed there by the 
killer who remarked “here’s some- 
thing for the little boy to remem- 
ber me by.”

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Cubans Voting 
For New Head 


HAVANA, May 31.—() —On 
the eve of voting to pick his suc- 
cessor, President Batista today ex- 
horted the Cuban people to stage 
a model election tomorrow, and 
at the same time he took precau- 
tions to prevent disturbances at 
the polling places and during the 
count, 

Batista, who retires October 10 
after four years in office, empha- 
sized again his neutrality in the 


contest for president between his 
close friend and former prime 
minister, Dr. Carlos Saladrigas, 
and the veteran opposition leader, 
former President Ramon Grau 
San Martin. 

President Batista waited almost 
until election day to award the 
highest decoration of the national 
police to ‘Police Major Caompos 
Egues for bravery in going un- 
armed to break up a fight at a 
political meeting in Havana’s Cen- 
tral park on the night of May 8. 

United States military officials 
cancelled passes for all American 
Army and Navy personnel and or- 
dered them to barracks for the 
election period. 

All-Cuban army, navy and po- 
lice enlisted men were called to 
their headquarters.

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Georgians Told 


Story of Cheese 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 

Constitution Staff Writer. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 31.— 
The story of Tennessee's cheese 
industry, developed from two tiny 
plants in 1925 to 25 factories today 


sending thousands of pounds of 
cheese over America and abroad, 
was told by Dairy Commissioner 
V. L. Fuqua to the Georgia legis- 
lature’s milk committee here to- 
day. 

The solons, studying plans to 
improve Georgia dairying in the 
postwar period, were informed 
that Georgfa need not wait until 
it produces sufficient fluid milk 
for its people before launching 
cheese factories. 

“You never will produce 100 
per cent of your fluid milk needs 
until you pull in other interests 
and build a well-rounded dairy 
program,” Dr. Fuqua said. “You 
should develop all phases of the 
dairy program, having bottling 
plants for fluid milk, cheese fac- 
tories, butter and creameries, 
evaporated and dried milk plants, 
and ice cream plants.” 

FLUID MILK OUTPUT 

Since the state produces only 
half the fluid milk its citizens con- 
sume, the legislators were under 
the impression the fluid milk pro- 
duction should be doubled before 
starting a cheese program. Fuqua 
pointed out, however, that cheese 
factories will encourage milk pro- 
duction. 

From two million pounds of 
cheese in 1933, Tennessee has in- 
creased its production to 23,000.- 
000 pounds in 1943, Fuqua said. 
Six nationally known firms, and 
a number of locally owned plants, 
are operating in this state. 

Cheese factories—which can be 
started with little capital and 
manned by as few as five persons 
—provide small farmers with a 
ready market for milk, Fuqua 
pointed out. Hundreds of Ten- 
nessee farmers who have only 
three or four cows produce milk 
purely for cheese plants. While 
the pay for such milk is not as 
high as that sold in bottles (80 
cents per pound of 4 per cent 
butter fat, as compared with 98 
cents per butterfat pound in the 
bottles), it does not cost the farm- 
er nearly as much to produce milk 
for .cheese since requirements are 
lower. Butterfat content for 
cheesemaking is only 3.5 per cent. 
16 CENTS FOR MILK 

Ten pounds of milk will make a 
pound of cheese, the commissioner 
said. The farmer will get 16 cents 
for the milk in a pound of cheese, 
and the cheese will sell for 27 
cents. 

Tennessee’s well-rounded dairy- 
ing industry pays off $60,000,000 
annually, being second to cotton 
as a money crop, Fuqua said. 

“The south, is an ideal dairying 


section,” he concluded.

Rail Rate Evils 


Economic conditions are the 
cause of any race problems that 


may exist in the south, according 
to Governor Arnall, who added 
that equalization of freight rates 
would help solve such problems. 

The Governor made this asser- 
tion yesterday as he read letters 
from various sections of the coun- 
try commending him for ordering 
the attorney general to file an 
original suit in the name of the 
state of Georgia in the U. S. su- 
preme court to bring about freight 
rate equalization. 

The suit will be filed at an early 
date. 


People in the east and north, 
“beneficiaries of the freight rate 


inequalities,” the Governor de- 
clared, “criticize us for not doing 
something for the Negro, for not 
having better schools, and better 
roads, when we are kept poor by 
inequal freight rates.” 

“If the authorities in Washing- 
ton want to help the Negro,” the 
Governor declared, “they should 
help the south to economic pros- 
perity by removing the economic 
barriers, such as discriminatory 
freight rates.” 

The Governor said that so. long 
as the south cannot compete on 
equal terms with the east and 
north in industry, there won’t be 
enough jobs for both whites and 
Negroes in the south.
